Outstanding Career Achievement 


Ellis “Skip” Cave, Jr. is being inducted into the Dodge City 
Community College Hall of Fame for his Outstanding Career 
Achievement. Skip was born Sept. 9, 1945, in Boston, MA, to Ellis 
K. (Sr.) and Camilla Cave. 

“Skip” is currently Director of Advanced Products at 
Intervoice, Inc., Richardson, Texas, which is a market leader in 
Interactive Voice Response System (IVR). 

A product of Dodge City Senior High School, Skip’s college 
career began at DCCC graduating in 1965. He went on to graduate 
from KU in 1969 with a B.S.E.E. Degree in Electrical Engineering. 

Immediately following graduation, he was employed by 
Collins Radio Corporation in Richardson, Texas, where he, among 
other things, designed a linearity correction circuit for display. He 
then became Director of Engineering for V-Ray, Inc., Garland, 
Texas. 

In 1974, he became the Senior Engineer at Recognition 
Equipment Corporation, Irving, Texas, where he received three 
patents while designing REI’s hand-held OCR Wand for point of 
sales terminals. 

For eleven years, “Skip” was Vice President of Research and 
Development at Telephone Broadcasting Systems (TBS) in 
Richardson, Texas. At T.B.S., he designed one of the first predictive 
dialing systems and pioneered many of the concepts in outbound 
dialing. 

“Skip” has received twelve patents as aresult of development 
projects at three different companies. He is Past President of the 
Dallas VME Users Group, was the TBS Employee of the Year in 
1983, and he isa member of the Institute of Electrical and Electronics 
Engineers, Assn. for Computing Machinery, Mathematical Assn. of 
America. 

He played drums in dance bands in Dodge City throu ghout 
his college years. As a hobby, Skip still drums professionally in the 
Dallas area since 1969.

Going on to Kansas State University, he played basketball for 
Jack Hartman graduating in 1977.

Clubs in England and also played one season in Austria. He averaged 
22.2 points a game during 8 seasons. . 
When Larry wasn’ton the basketball court, you could findhim 
sewing his own fashions. The most remembered outfit was the pink 
long tailed suit trimmed in gray. ; 
Larry’s life was tragically ended in an automobile accident in 
England November 25, 1986. His wife, Susan, whom he married 
April 14, 1984, still resides in Wimbledon, England.
